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Man in 
£525kcon 
is told to 
repay £1 

A CROOKED accountant 
who swindled £525,000 out 
of a Stourbridge church and 
charity to refurbish his 
home, pay off spiralling 
credit card debts and help 
save his failing business, is 
to repay just £1, a court has 
ordered. 

Stephen Methuen had vol¬ 
unteered as a treasurer and 
accountant for the Amble- 
cote Christian Centre and 
the Christian International 
Relief Mission when he took 
the cash over six years. 

Last month the 57-year- 
old started a five-year jail 
term for his crimes - but last 
week Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard that as 
he had no available assets, 
and so a nominal offer of £1 
was to be paid under the pro¬ 
ceeds of crime act. 

After the case, Amblecote 
Christian Centre said while 
they understood and 
expected the decision, they 
found it very sad. 

Pastor Adrian Lowe said: 
“Very little, if any, of the 
funds will be recovered. 
Steve is only weeks into his 
prison sentence with the 
likely earliest release date 
not until April 2015, when 
he will be almost 60. It is our 
hope that his time in custody 
leads him to demonstrating 
true remorse for his crimes. ” 

Pastor Lowe said they 
would support Methuen’s 
now estranged wife, who he 
said knew nothing of the 
crimes. 

£22111 savings 
plan criticised 

CABINET members in 
Dudley have been criticised 
as they plan further council 
cuts of £22 million. 

The proposals, which will 
see such things as street 
cleaning and services for the 
elderly slashed, were 
debated at a meeting of the 
Labour-controlled council 
on Monday. The council says 
it has to save £10.7m in 
2013-14, £4.8m in 2014-15 
and £6.3m in 2015-16. Tory 
Councillor Les Jones said his 
party would have protected 
frontline services. “I don’t 
think they’ve made moves to 
do so,” he added. 


MPs DEMAND HELP 
AS STEEL JOBS LOST 


MPs are calling for action after steel 
giant Tata announced the closure of 
four sites, including three in the 
Dudley borough, with the loss of 117 
jobs. 

Moves to shut sites in Dudley, Kingswinford, 
Cradley and Wombourne are part of a shake-up 


that will see 900 jobs go 
nationwide. 

The Government is now 
being urged to intervene 
and support the workers 
affected by the decision. 

In Dudley, 36 jobs will go, 
while in Kingswinford 18 are 
to be lost. 

In Cradley, 72 out of 82 
workers will be transferred 
to Wednesfield, and a 
further 53 jobs will be lost in 
Wombourne. 

Housing 

Margot James, MP for 
Stourbridge, said she would 
be seeking assurances that 
the Cradley site would be 
brought back into use. 

She added: “Otherwise it 
will go for housing like so 
many other sites.” 

Meanwhile, Gavin 

Williamson, MP for South 
Staffordshire, said he would 
get in touch with business 
secretary Vince Cable. 

“I will ask Vince Cable 
what can be done to support 
those people losing their 
jobs. 

“I’ve also requested a 
meeting with one of the 
directors of Tata UK to see if 
there is any way they will 
rethink this decision,” Mr 
Williamson added. 

“If they cannot, then we 
need to ensure the sites are 
brought back into use for 
manufacturing as soon as 
possible. 

“I will speak to the chief 
executive of South Stafford¬ 
shire Council and to the 
chairman of the Stafford¬ 
shire Local Enterprise Part-

nership to see if there is any¬ 
thing they can do to encour¬ 
age businesses into the site 
in Wombourne.” 

The MP added: “But it 
will be important to speak 
with Tata to find out what 
their plans are in relation to 
making it an employment 
site as quickly as possible.” 

A worker at the Pedmore 
Road site in Dudley, who 
asked not to be named, said 
he was “gutted” at the news. 

He described it as “bad 
news before Christmas - 
especially for the lads with 
families”. 

Tata, which took over 
Corns in 2006, says the 
restructuring is intended to 
make it more competitive as 
it copes with a steel market. 

Demand has slumped by 
nearly a third in the last five 
years, and shows little sign 
of recovery, as the worldwide 
downturn continues. 

Concern 

Paul Steele, Tata’s man¬ 
aging director for distribu¬ 
tion in the UK and Ireland, 
said: “We realise this pro¬ 
posal will be of great concern 
to our employees. 

“A consultation process 
will start as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

He added: “The company 
will do everything it can to 
assist those people leaving 
the business.”

Alan Knight, chairman of 
Hagley Business Association 
and manager of estate 
agents Walton & Hipkiss, 
asked the parish council for 
permission for a fireworks 
display next Wednesday. 

But, after leaflets were 
distributed saying Cala was 
backing the display, the 
parish council withdrew per¬ 
mission. Parish Council 
chairman Steve Colella said 
if the plan was approved, the 
fireworks display might 
appear to be a celebration 
for a development which 
most of the village opposed. 

The association offered to 
remove Cala as a sponsor, 
but the ban stands. Mr 
Knight said: “There will be 
disappointment among vil¬ 
lagers.” 

He denied rumours that 
his estate agency would be 
selling homes for Cala.

Tata job losses blamed on fall in demand 


THE axing of 900 jobs by Tata, 120 
of them in the West Midlands, has 
been blamed on a slump in demand 
dogging the industry since the 
global financial crisis five years ago. 

Since then, Tata says demand has 
fallen 30 per cent. It is expected to 
fall another 10 per cent this year. 

Within months of peaking in 
2007, demand for steel from the con¬ 
struction and car industries 


slumped and the company had to 
slash production. The company axed 
2,500 jobs nationwide in 2009, but it 
wasn’t enough, and there have been 
a string of site closures and major 
job losses since. 

At the time the steel company had 
around 1,000 workers at a dozen 
sites in the Black Country. After last 
week’s announcement that sites in 
Kingswinford, Dudley, Wombourne 


and Cradley will shut, it will leave 
just a handful of sites and 750 staff- 
nearly 600 of them at the main 
Steelpark site at Wednesfield. 

Tata Steel says the move is all 
about matching production to 
demand. As a result, £8m will be 
invested in the Steelpark and 72 jobs 
created, and operations from the 
Cradley site will move there. The 
company, which employs 19,000 in 


in the UK, says it remains commit¬ 
ted to investing to help create long¬ 
term stability. 

Michael Leahy, general secretary 
of the Community trade union, said: 
“We need faster investment in infra¬ 
structure programmes and commu¬ 
nity benefit clauses in UK 
procurement, just as France and 
Germany do to support their own 
manufacturing industry.”

A CHILDREN’S care home 
in Halesowen has been ear¬ 
marked for closure by 
council bosses. South Acre, 
in Howley Grange, will shut 
under plans approved by 
Birmingham City Council. 

The authority wants to 
close five of its 17 children’s 
homes as part of a move 
towards placing looked-after 
children in family settings. 

South Acre provides 
accommodation for young 
people with challenging 
behaviours. 

Staff and unions were 
consulted on the plans 
during the summer. Speak¬ 
ing at the time, Councillor 
Brigid Jones, cabinet 
member for children and 
family services said: “For 
the vast majority of looked- 
after children, it is far better 
that they grow up in a family 
environment.” 


Church gets £15,000 to help pay for revamp

A CHURCH in Lye is being given a five-figure 
facelift in a bid to improve facilities for worship¬ 
pers and community groups. 

The United Church in Upper High Street has 
been awarded £15,000 from The Ibstock Cory 
Environmental Trust towards some of the 
work. 

The project which is costing just under 
£80,000, includes upgrading the heating system 
and repairing and insulating the roof. A lift has 
also been installed. 

Facilities for disabled people are also being 
fitted at the church, which is open to Methodist 
and United Reformed denominations. About 50 
lliffe Attwood at the church people attend the weekly services but the 



church building can be used by up to 200 people 
each week. It is used for two luncheon clubs, 
coffee mornings and art classes. 

The building is also used by a dance school, 
karate club and the Boys and Girls Brigades. 

Church treasurer lliffe Attwood said 
members were very grateful for the grant. 

Premises 

“The roof was leaking and had no insulation 
so it was a real mess. But now it has been fixed. 

“We’ve had a lift put in and after Christmas 
the builders are coming back to put in a unisex, 
disabled toilet. 

“We are really pleased this work is being 


carried out. The church is not just used on 
Sundays, it is used every day of the week,” she 
added. 

The church, which has raised the rest of the 
cash it needs, has been based in its current 
premises, which was once the Liberal Club, 
since 1979. 

The Ibstock Cory Environmental Trust was 
established in February 2001 in conjunction 
with Ibstock Brick Limited and Cory Environ¬ 
mental Ltd, and funded through the Landfill 
Tax Credit Scheme. 

To date it has supported 250 projects and 
funding totalling £4.3million has been 
approved.

“Surely there’s more sense 
in having a recycling facility 
far away from residents.” 

A report to the council’s 
committee said: “The appli¬ 
cation for the recycling and 
re-use of secondary aggre¬ 
gates is linked to the restora¬ 
tion and phasing proposals 
for the future beneficial use 
of the site.” 

It goes on to say there 
should not be an adverse 
impact on traffic or noise for 
residents. Part of the appli¬ 
cation is for screening off the 
site to cut noise.

“The head-cams will allow 
us to film areas such as the 
bus station, giving us an 
extra pair of eyes to help us 
prevent incidents before 
they happen”.

Village's oldest home 
has a healthy history 


THE rich history of the 
oldest building in Pelsall is 
celebrated with the launch 
of a new book by local his¬ 
torian Annita Bates. 

The writer recently led a tour of 
Pelsall Hall Residential Home, on 
Paradise Lane, joined by Walsall 
Mayor Dennis Anson and around 
30 other guests, as she walked and 
talked through the building’s 
history 

The hall was first built as a 
manor house in 1616 and docu¬ 
ments show that in 1622 it belonged 
to a Mr Dickenson of Pelsall and a 
Mr Sparrey of Kings Norton. 

For six years it was then owned 
by a George Cradock who had been 
given it in 1637 by his mother, Eliz¬ 
abeth Cradock of Caverswall 
Castle. When Mr Cradock died of 
smallpox his wife Dorothy inher¬ 
ited the property. Dorothy Cradock 
married and her husband, Sir 
Orlando Bridgeman, took part own¬ 
ership of the manor. 

The couple also owned extensive

areas of land around Pelsall, includ¬ 
ing the common lands. 

In 1752 the Hussey Family of 
Little Wyrley moved into the prop¬ 
erty, before selling it in 1785 to 
Issac Charles. It remained in the 
Charles family for generations, 
right up until 1917, when it was 
sold to Walsall Health Authority. 

Sanatorium 

The Charles family held many 
fundraising events at the hall, 
including a tea party in 1877 where 
there was a marquee, a brass band, 
dancing, songs and speeches with 
tea. 

Before the First World War plans 
had been made to open a sanato¬ 
rium in Walsall for sufferers of 
tuberculosis, and in 1917 Pelsall 
Hall was bought from the Charles 
family and converted into such a 
facility. It officially opened on 
October 23, 1918, just a few weeks 
after the end of the war. 

The sanatorium had 37 beds -17 
for men, 14 for women, and six for 


children. Men and women were 
housed in open-walled blocks situ¬ 
ated in the grounds of the hall, 
while the children’s wards were 
within the main house. 

The facilities were improved in 
1924 when the old hall was con¬ 
verted into a dining and recre¬ 
ational area with a snooker table 
and a wireless. 

By the mid-1930s patients were 
being cared for at a purpose-built 
hospital in Goscote. Patient 
numbers at Pelsall fell. 

As a result, the sanatorium 
closed in 1950 and the hall became 
Walsall Nurse Training School. 

It was not until 1988 that it 
became a care home for the elderly, 
run by Greensleeves Homes Trust, 
before undergoing a £3.5m refit in 
2008. 

Ms Bates’ book, ‘The Charles 
Family and Pelsall Hall’, from 
which the photographs on this page 
are taken, is on sale in the Walsall 
branch of Waterstones and in Bal¬ 
loons, on High Street, Pelsall, from 
the beginning of December.

Correct ingredients but Cinders Project managed 
failed to rise to the occasion Dylan songs well

THE Dylan Project is no ordinary tribute 
band. Steve Gibbons doesn’t try to look 
like the iconic singer and, although there 
are times when he slips into sounding like 
him, the group essentially play Dylan’s 
catalogue their own way. 

Gibbons on guitar and vocals, bassist 
Dave Pegg, drummer Gerry Conway, key¬ 
board player Phil Bond and guitarist PJ

I am sure the ballet purists loved it 
but there just seemed to be that little bit 
of magic missing. Billed as a Christmas 
treat and spoken off in similar terms as 
the wonderful Nutcracker, it just did not 
seem to be in the same league. 

The familiar story was well told and 
the dancing highlights were many - 
especially from the Dancing Master 
(Mathias Dingman) who excelled. 

The dainty Cinderella (Elisha Willis) 
and her Prince (Iain Mackay) could 
almost not be faulted, although he did 
have a rather awkward moment with 
one of the lifts. The two who stole the 
show were stepsisters Skinny (Samara 
Downs) and Dumpy (Carol-Anne Millar) 
who managed to dance brilliantly - even 
in a fat suit. Their continual spats were 
a delight to watch.

The whole organisation grew and the experience that 
both Christine had as an Auxiliary Nurse and Michelle’s 
as a Care Manager were put into practice. The whole 
emphasis of this business is to give maximum respect to 
their clients, client’s families and friends. 

“Our vision was to create a caring organisation that treats 
people the way we wanted to be treated ourselves. We 
wanted the staff to become our extended family and 
the clients the same. People are often very reluctant 
to admit they need help, they feel they are a burden and 
many felt that the best way forward was to struggle on 
alone.

Church is in danger of 
looking 'out of touch' 


VICARS in the Black Country have 
warned the Church of England 
(CofE) faces losing its “honoured 
place” in society and looked “silly 
and out of touch” after its General 
Synod barred women from 
becoming bishops. 

Female clergy said they feared for how the 
church would be perceived by communities 
after legislation paving the way for the first 
women bishops was narrowly rejected by the 
General Synod. 

Bishops based in the region have called 
the vote against allowing women to do the 
same jobs as them a “bitter blow”. 

They insisted there was nothing in the 
Bible that prohibited having women 
bishops. 

The rules of the synod required that two- 
thirds (66.7 per cent) voted in favour in each 
of the three voting groups - bishops, other 
clergy and laity, or non-clergy. 

Consequences 

While 90 per cent of bishops and 77 per 
cent of clergy voted in favour, only 64 per 
cent of the laity did so, failing by just six 
votes to reach the two-thirds majority. 

The House of Bishops was meeting to 
“consider the consequences of the vote”, a 
statement on the Church of England’s 
website said. 

The Bishop of Worcester, the Rt Rev Dr 
John Inge, added: “Very many people indeed 
will be disappointed and hurt by this deci¬ 
sion, not least the huge numbers of women 
whose ministry as priests has enriched the 
Church of England immeasurably. 

“I want all of them to know, especially 
those in the Diocese of Worcester, that their 
ministry is greatly valued by me and many 
others both inside and outside of the 
Church.” 


[Deeply saddened by vote 


THE vote against women 
bishops in the Church of 
England will “look like dis¬ 
crimination”, a woman vicar 
says. 

The Rector of Kinver and 
Enville, Rev Karen Stanton, 
said she was “deeply sad¬ 
dened” by the vote of 
General Synod. 

The 57-year-old who 
became the first female 
rector of the villages at the 
start of November, said: “I 
had hoped the Church I love 
would take the opportunity 
to do what the Archbishop of 
Canterbury said - to liberate 
itself. 

“I worry that people who 
don’t attend church will look 
at this and say ‘where’s the 
equality? Where’s the 
justice?’ It will look to them 
like discrimination.” 

The ex-music teacher said 
she had confidence the issue 
would be raised again and, 
eventually, the push for 
female bishops would be suc¬ 
cessful. 

She added: “I think when 
you’re discussing huge 
issues - and this shouldn’t 
be a huge issue but it is - there 
needs to be some calm-down time 
because emotions are running high. 

“One day there will be women 
bishops but I hope it’s not too late 
for the wonderful female clergy 
there are.

Hew Skoda Rapid is practical and a great performer 


Look hard at the front of the new 
Skoda Rapid and what does it 
remind you of? 

Is it a simply styled, modern looking car 
or a lucky four-leafed clover, thanks to the 
way the head and fog lights are positioned? 

If you’re a car buyer, it may be the first 
description; if a designer of the newcomer 
from the Czech Republic, it will be the 
second. 

You may conclude from this divide that 
car designers live on another planet (the 
rear lights are inspired by the Czech glass 
industry, apparently), but you can’t doubt 
the passion that went into shaping this 
mid-price family car. 

The Rapid is designed (very thoroughly) 
to sit above the smaller Fabia and below the 
larger Octavia, a car that’s going to grow in 
size and stature when the next one arrives 
some time in 2013. 

It majors on practicality, with enough 
room in the rear for adults to feel comfort¬ 
able and a simply huge boot hidden nicely 
in a shape that looks somewhere between 
practical hatch and posher saloon at the 
back. 



Underneath are familiar bits of suspen¬ 
sion from other cars in the VW Group and 
under the bonnet you’ll discover a choice of 
diesel and petrol engines also shared with 
cars bearing VW, Seat and Audi badges. 

The result of this hidden commonality is 
twofold; it means the use of mechanical bits 
built in huge numbers and therefore honed 
for business and, thanks to economies of 
scale, relatively inexpensive to make. 

That means, in Skoda’s case perhaps 
especially, that you get a lot of car for your 
money. The new Rapid starts at £12,900 
but you fancy most buyers will find the 
near £1,000 needed to climb to SE grade, 
bringing with it alloy wheels, air condition¬ 
ing and trip computer missing from the 
bargain basement S version. 

That means the £14,650, 1.2 litre petrol 
engined car tested here, third from bottom 
in a price range that levels off with the 
£17,850 of the 1.6 diesel Elegance model, 
does not feel remotely like a car bought on 
price alone. 


One Skoda person at the launch of the 
car (definitely not a designer) said cus¬ 
tomers ‘have had enough of this shiny, 
bling, bling stuff.’ The Rapid is low on bling 
but high on a feeling, shared across the VW 
Group cars, that solid quality matters most 
for long-term satisfaction. 

If the outside of the Rapid is crisp and 
modern in a low-key way, the interior is 
simple, with obvious attention to detail, 
easily read instruments but not a bit of 
bling to be seen. You may well think that’s 
a good thing. 

Easy 

A much dearer diesel model tried before 
the petrol powered car tested here certainly 
made for an easy drive, with fewer gear 
changes and a creditable 64mpg on the trip 
computer at journey’s end. 

The smaller petrol engine tested here 
needed more revs and returned 47mpg (and 
promised 114mph and 0-62mph in 11.2 
seconds) but still felt a much bigger unit 
than the spec sheet indicated. Sweet and 
willing around town, it pulled this largish 
car along the motorway without breaking 
sweat. 

The diesel rode the side road ripples 



better than the lighter petrol model, but 
not enough to matter, while the petrol 
engined version tackled corners with a bit 
more enthusiasm. 

Standard spec on the SE here includes 
the air con and alloys already mentioned, 


along with heated door mirrors, electric 
front windows and height-adjustable 
driver’s seat. 

And every Rapid shows one design touch: 
a plastic ice scraper hidden in the fuel filler 
flap. Practical as well as clever.
